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Forty-five persona narrowly oscnped in- 
jury nnd 120. were thrown into h panic 
cnrly Sunday morning when "Wadsworth 
cottage," n threo story and bascm on t struc- 
ture, one of tho dormitory buildings of the 
Methodist Deaconess' Orphanage and Kp- 
worth Children's home nt Luko Bluff, wan 
•destroyed by fire beliovcd to hnvo boon 
caused by a defective chimney. 

Tho flumes were discovered by Thanins 
Harvey, 12'yenrs old. who was n wakened 
by tho sound of cracking timbers. Ho im- 
mediately realized tho peril of. himself nnd 
tho other thirty-nino boys in tho dormitory 
and awakened [mother of tho boys. To- 
gether the two' rusliiiil from bed to beds 
arousing till tho children in the room. 

The bouso mother, Miu Springer, heard 
tho noise mndn by the children, nnd sum- 
moning the superintendent of the home, 
Miis Judson, went to investigate into its 
ciuic. Wbcu the women entered the smoke 
filled room they found the children huddled 
together in fright unable to find their way 
out. With n few words they quieted the 
fears of the orphans nnd led them from the 
place. 

So 'rapidly did the flames advnnco thnt 
within an hour after tbo nlnrm had been 
given the floors of tho Wadsworth Cottage 
bad fallen. None of tho occupants hnd 
saved much clothing, nnd [f the residents 
of Lake Bluff nnd near-by towns bud not 
opened their homes to the orphans the Buf- 
fering would have been great. 

Win! « worth Cottage wiu used us the dor- 
mitory for tho older boys, nnd tho forty 
beds were all filled. In addition, Miss 
Springer, Miss Simers, Miss Oeklberg nnd 
two other women slept there. At 3:30 
o'clock: in tbo morning Tommy Harvey. 12 
years old, beard n cracking noiso and flaw 
flames and smoke arising from the bed of 
a boy. named Raymond. Without waiting 
to summon aid bo ran to bis companion nnd 
. awoke. him. The' two then Bounded (be

alarm nnd ran from bed to bed routing the 
sleeping ti&ys. 

Swarming into the center of. the room, 
tho littlo. fellows sent up scream n of fright 
summoning Miss Springer and hrr assist- 
ants. Their instructions staved the panic. 
When day dawned the condition of tho 
children was pitiable. Few wore anything 
but their nightshirts, and its tbo boiler was 
in the basement of; Wadsworlh Cottage, 
tho lieat hnd been. cut off. When tho sit- 
uation became known in the vilbitre, the 
residents responded with off era of shelter 
nnd soon all the children were snugly en- 
sconced in tlm various homes. 

When Mi ai J ml son saw tho flumes she 
seized n lire extinguisher nnd burled it into 
a corner of tho room whom tho flames had 
already eaten through, nnd this net tended 
greatly to restore confidence among the 
children. After leaving the burning build- 
ing, Miss Springor returned nnd felt of 
each bed to sea that no one hnd been over- 
looked, and when aha . returned to the 
grounds called the roll of the children who 
slept in the Wndaworth collage to make 
doubly aun> nil were snfo. 

Tbo fact that the telephone was in the 
burned building prevented prompt com- 
munication with tho fire department, but 
word was finally sent- out nnd tho vol- 
unteers of Lake Bluff and Lake Forest hur- 
ried to tho orphanage, confining the fire to 
the one building. 

The children of tho orphanage were taken 
into the homes of residents of Lake Bluff, 
where they will bo fed and housed until 
arrangements can be made for their teturn 
to tho orphanage. The loss of clothing is 
heavy, as it was only on Saturday that the 
full supply of winter garments was iRBned 
to the children, and none of the clothing 
was saved. Tbo total property loss is esti- 
mated at 80,000, partially covered by in

FORD VIM OF FOUL PLAY 

Waukegan Traveling Jewelry Sales- 
man Mysteriously Missing 



William Ford, well known in Waukegan 
us "Diamond Dill," a traveling jewelry 
salesman, has disappeared and friends be- 
lieve that he has been nssuultcd and rob- 
bed, probably murdered. 

Ford was Inst seen in Waukegan nt the 
Chicago & Northwestern depot some time 
Inst Friday morning, when be took the 
train for Chicago. He mada Waukegan 
a* one of his stops and had a large patron- 
age among the employes of the railroads, 
but has lately madn his home in Chicago. 

He always carried with him several 
thousand dollars worth of jewelry in 
small satchel or about his person and this 
is Relieved to have been the motive of the 
robbery, a clue to which is supplied by a 
mysterious telephone message to a Chicago 
saloon. 

Decoyed by a letter to a lonely spot on 
LuSalle nvenue in Chicago, robbed of his 
satchel, containing jewelry valued at $1,000 
and probably murdered and bis body hid* 
den, is n theory of what befell Ford. 

Tbe letter, believed by the Chicago 
avenue police to have been written by a 
woman, was received by Ford shortly nftcr 
4 o'clock Saturday afternoon. With his 
jewelry in bis small sntcbel ho left a saloon 
opposite tbe Chicago & Northwestern rail- 
road station with (he intention of nn o'.ine 



the writer, who, ho said, hnd requested 
him to meet her in a house nt 270 LaSnllo 
avenue, This was at 6 o'clock in the even- 
ins nnd since then Ford has not been seen 
by nny of his relatives. 

Lieutenant Collins nnd Detectives Me- 
Mahon nnd McKune, who went to work on 
tho case, admitted after ranking nn investi- 
gation that they were completely "bullied. 

The police found that tho address given 
in the letter was the Grace M, 12, church. 
Persons living in the vicinity of tho church 
were unable to enlighten tho police. No 
one had seen nny, disturbance near tbo 
church nor had they heard nny cries for 
help. 

Friends of tbe missing man tire firmly 
convinced that ho bns been robbed and 
murdered. They base this belief on a 
telephone message received Into Saturday 
night by J. S. Spears, Wells street. 

"Dill Ford has been robbed and terribly 
beaten," said a voice. 

"Who are you?" was asked. 

Tbe man said bis name was "Jim," but 
before be could be questioned he hung up/ 
the receiver. After wnitlng nil day Sun* 
day for Borne word from Ford, bis friends 
then sent a (elegmm to his wife, but he 
had not been home.

Resolutions were adopted by the Sen- 
ate Thursday calling on the President and 
tho Recretnry of War for Information ns 
to the discharge or soldiers of the Twen- 
ty-fifth Infnntry. Senator Morgan spoko 
for two hours on his resolution to Bccure 
tho control of llus Panama railroad by 
the Isthmian commission, but no action 
was taken. Tho bill of Mr. Llttlelicld 
of Maine, known ns the anti-compulsory 
pilotage mensnre, removing discrimina- 
tions against American soiling vessels In 
the coasting trade, was defeated In the 
House, 110 to 101, after a long debate. 
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A number of small frame buildings 
which ]teop!o" were known to bo living 
also wore destroyed nnd it Is feared that 
a number of families perished. 



Tlie Senate was not In session Friday.

Tbe price at which butter has 
been credited, namely, 20 cents a pound, 
Is tbo net price from tlio creamery after 
tbo making has been paid for. In this 
herd the Increased cost of feed for tbo 
400-pound cowb was moro than offset 
by the Increased nmount of Bklm milk, 
bo wo have tho 200 pounds Increase of 
butter as net profit over the 200-pound 
cow. Two hundred pounds of butter at 
20 cents la $40. Wo have $100 Invested 
in these cows, which at per cent In- 
terest Us $24, which wo wilt deduct 
from the $40, and we have left $10 to 
the credit of the 400-poiiad cow.

I have seen much better results 
where tho coach stallion has been, a 
finer' and more compactly built one or 
where a hackney or American trotter 
of a compact,, smooth, muscular typo 
has been thu sire. These observations 
have led mo to the conclusion that this 
latter plan Is tbe surest one to bring 
•ouie measure of success In producing 
the general purpose farm horse.— Geo, 
MeKerrow, Wisconsin.

Tbo question of fnll plowing Is a de- 
batable one In tbe minds of most farm- 
ers. The practice Beems to grow more 
common upon trial In some neighbor- 
hoods and to fall Into almost total dis- 
favor In other sections.

Soma loss 
of plant food from washing and blow- 
ing of the surface soil upon fall-plowed 
ground Is Inevitable, althuugb Its me- 
chanical condition may be Improved 
Home what by tbe action of tho frost 
upon the freshly plowed ground. ■ Of 
course, tho condition of tho Inbor mar- 
ket affects tbe amount of fall plowing 
undertaken or accomplished to a very 
considerable degree, but Independently 
of any and all of tbo factors mention- 
ed, fall plowing may be expedient in 
somo cases. Tho writer baa done very 
little fall plowing during, recent years, 
but this year tbe plow will be kept go- 
ing as long as tbe weather will permit 
after the crops are all secured.

Tho German poet, Gnnghofcr, who re-

Tho [socialist congress nt Limoges, 
France, rejected a motion favoring Insur- 
rection on tho part of conscripts in case 
of war and adopted one calling on the 
soldiers of all nations to seek the sup- 
pression of standing armies through legis- 
lation. 

Tho Interpretation of the recent munici- 
pal elections In England, . held by the 
Unionists, Is that they prove a strong 
antl-gnvcrnmcnt feeling and a decided set- 
hack for labor candidates taud munlcipnl 
social ism. The Intter had held tho bal* 
ance of power In London for three years. 
Premier Carapbell'Ilannermaa" told a 
deputation of llbernl and labor members 
' of the Ilouse Tuesday that tbe matter 
' of old-age pensions would soon be tnken 
; up as one of the government's policies. lie 
thought that the scheme would fnvor 
thrift and Independence, Chancellor of 
tho Exchequer Asqultb also agreed to 
this proposition. 

During the Inaugural ban/iuet of tbs 
new lord mayor of London, Sir William 
Pnrdy Treloar, tbo Mnrqiiis cf Rtcbon, 
who was tbe hclef speaker, dealt with 
the Congo State abuses and cruelties, 
and' declared that If Belgium did not put 
things to right soon Greftt Britain would 
consult other powers,- with a view to a 
concert to remedy existing evils. 

Replying to the deputntion composed 
or men representing various creeds and 
parties who complain of tho atrocities 
committed in the Congo Free State, the 
British foreign secretary, Mr. Grey, said 
that If the Belgian government failed to 
take action soon tbo British government 
would Inquire of the other powers what 
their views were and seek a concert of 
action. 

Tho Canadian government has notified 
tbo United States that tbe postal treaty 
will be abrogated In so far ns It rclntes 
to flccehtl-class mail matter, tbe object 
being to exclude from Cnnndlan territory 
certain periodicals or newspapers pub- 
■Reked In this country. Canada says that 
IE new regulations nre formed to shut out 
such objectionable publications, a new 
treaty will be entered Into. * 

Owing to the continued disorder and 
un safety of foreign residents in Morocco, 
the Spanish nud French governments 
have now sent warships to Tangior, nnd 
It is expected that a British squadron 
will Tollow. A crisis is threatened by 
tho granting of Increased powers to Itals 
UIJ, tho bandit. Tlie European powers 
nro ncting harmoniously and will send 
troops ashore under one commander In 
case Hie Moors take a, hostile course. 

In the Belgian chamber of. deputies nt 
Brussels tbe minister of foreign affairs, 
referring to iho. recent warning from offi- 
ce rs ot the British government,- concern- 
ing alleged Congo abuses, said that Bel- 
gium would pursue n lino of nctlon dic- 
tated by her own Interests without regard 
h to British Interference. On Wednesday 
the socialists moved to refuse tho terms 
of King Leopold's will, bequeathing ' tbo 
Congo to Belgium on condition dint tho 
'royal domains bo maintained after Its 
lanncxntlon. 

A sign tli at the Hussion government Is 
preparing to hold elections for a new 
douinn Ik the action of tlio Seriate In in- 
terpreting tbe election law without ap- 
peal. It has declared' that railroad em- 
ployes- who Inhabit buildings owned by 
J tho government cannot vote, -and' this will 
exclude 170,000 workmen from the fran- 
chise. It Includes machinists, signal 
men, guards and repairers. The decision 
also removes S,000 employes of factories 
owned by the War nud Xavy Depart- 
ments. The Senate has nlco mado a 
sweeping reduction In the peasant' bank. 
The object of theso rulings is to secure 
more acceptable returns from the next 
election than -from tbo. last one. . 
. After " M. Jaurcs bad announced In tho 
French Chamber of Deputies that* his 
party wns weary of tho church and state 
eoutroveruy, and bad decided to support 
the government, a voto of confidence re- 
sulted- fa 410 ayes and 103 noes, Thla 
means that the chamber will support tbe 
goverament'In a firm policy of execut- 
ing tho separation' law. aa It stands, The 
minister of education assured tbo cham- 
ber that no negotiations would be. had di- 
rectly with tho Vatican, and mot-plans 
were on loot to assist tbe local and dio- 
cesan religion* associations in organis- 
ing their dependent houses of worship,' 



NO MORE WHITE SUGAR. 

Kotr Purs l-inxl l.rnv Will Knock Out 
tlio lllnrtilr Illi-ncficd Artlole, 

The pure food law that goca luto effect 
Jan. 1 is far reaching In Its provisions, 
but if carried out will without doubt 
result In much good to tho community 
and will probably lessen In a measure 
the stomach troubles so prevalent There 
will be no more while sugar offered for 
sale after the now law becomes opera- 
tive. There will be loaf, and granulat- 
ed sugars as at present, but the color 
will bo a dull yellowish white, not very 
attractive to the eye, hut much moro 
healthful thnn tlie article known to trade 
lor fifty yoara or morti as "white sugar." 
Washing bluing In used to impart tlio 
miow white color and Uncle Sam has 
decided that It Is better for tbe health 
of tho country to put nsldo the washing 
bluing and get back to first principles. 

Tinned vegetables, notably tomatoes, 
green peas, and some kinds of string 
bcanfl will not have tho nppcoranco of 
having been so freshly picked as for- 
merly, hut the coloring will be natnral. 
No effects In coloring will be permitted, 
except tbnt provided by nature. Mar- 
malades and preserves, tfnt tempt tbo 
eye before the palatc.^wlll not be quite 
so attractive, and If there U a slight 
scum on the Jar, skim It off and say 
nothing, It Is simply proof that pre- 
servatives have not been used. 

Mustard, which generations of the 
people havo come to regard as yellow- 
never having Been any that was not 
adulterated — will be gray and butter 
will be nearly white. 

Tinned meats will probably lose their 
popularity, for it Is expectqd tbo prices 
will be about doubled. SomM of tbo so- 
called tinned meats and game offered are 
made of a combination of corn meal and 
condiments that look -inviting, but have 
very little food value. They are put up 
at small cost, havo a delicious flavor, but 
they are not meats and game, and It is 
not expected housekeepers will buy tin- 
ned cornmeal when they know just what 
It Is as told by tho label on the can, 

Tbo new law makes no reference to 
eggs and tbo cold storago brand can be 
disposed of as tbe Integrity of tbe dealer 
decides. Refrigerated meats and bread- 
stuffs are not mentioned in the law. 

After Jan. 1 all goods shipped from 
factories will go out with a guarantee 
that they nrc as represented; that there 
Js no false labeling. The penalty for 
violating a law Is not more than one year 
In a federal prison or $300 fine or both, 
and for a second offense the penalty la 
doubled.

Secretary on TTefrro Soldiers "VVlio 
Killed at Uroivimvlllu, Tex. 

President noosevclfs nctlon In dismiss- 
ing from tho army three companies of 
negro troops In the Twenty-fifth Infantry, 
as a penalty for the outrage at Browns- 
ville, Texas, Is warmly defended by See- 
retary oE War Tatt in bis annual report. 

The report, after pointing out that tho 
President's order has been severely criti- 
cised because it condemns the Innocent to 
undeserved punishment, thus reviews, the 
Incident: 

- "Out of a battalion of 1T0 enlisted mca 
In the army of tho United States, from 
nine Jo twenty men formed a preconcert- 
ed plan to revengo themselves upon the 
people of a town In which they were sta- 
tioned for tho Insults tbey felt that tbe 
townspeople hud heaped upon them. . In 
accordance with tbo plan, they left tho 
barracks under cover of darkness — about 
midnight--— and proceeded to discharge 
their weapons Into tho houses of tho 
town for the purpose of killing those 
against whom thoy felt a grievance. 

"Tbey eanio near killing some one or 
more of the three women and seven chil- 
dren who wore sitting or sleeping In two 
of the lighted rooms Into which tbey fired. 
Thoy, in fact, did kill one mnn, wound 
another and seriously injure the chief of 
police, Tbey accompanied their 'firing 
with expressions Indicating the raallco 
which prompted their action. There, can 
be no doubt, therefore, that tbo squad of 
men who moved together from the fort to 
tbs town and . did this shooting were 
guiltK of murder,: and murder In the first 
degree." ;V. V "

If you don't believe It Plow 
a portion a/ tbo field early In August 
and tbo balance at the cad of Septem- 
ber, and in the part plowed first, you 
may hove an Increase of ten bushels an 
aero over .the other. Early plowing is 
especially necessary In clay lands. Gen- 
erally speaking, tbo field should bo 
rolled as soon as It Is plowed. 



Tbo dewberry Is propagated by tips, 
tbo samo as blackcap raspberry ; and, 
with the creeping propensities, of Its 
canes, the grower will bnvo no difficulty 
In lucrcnsing blB stock of plants very 
rapidly. If tlio natural rato of Increase, 
however, la not sufilelently rapid, the 
method of propagation from cuttings 
of tbo canes when In a proper state ot 
ripeness will satisfy the most exacting 
propagator.

fourteen sprayings of Bordeaux mix- 
ture at Intervals of four days n net 
gain of $U,G0 per acre Is reported. 
Wbero tbey were sprayed at Intervals 
of ten days, six applications being giv- 
en, a net gain of $15.44 per acre Is giv- 
en. On plats sprayed every fifteen days 
a net gain of $13.as per aero Is report- 
ed, and where four sprayings at inter- 
vals of twenty dayB $11.03 per acre net 
gala Is reported. For tbe plat which 
received fourteen Bpraylngs of lime 
water nt Intervals of four days a loss 
of $1,70 Is reported. The cost of spray- 
ing Is said to have been 72 cents per 
aero for each application. This amount, 
tbo author believes, could be reduced 
to not more thnn 55 cents per acre. 

The author gives complied informa- 
tion relative to spraying by Individual 
formers, the results obtained at other 
stations, etc., and note* that tbe sta- 
tion expects to carry on experiments 
for tho prevention of late blight for at 
least five years. 

Alternating Crops. 

In connection with rotation of crops 
tbo land should be Improved every 
year. There is a polut beyond which 
soils can not bc v permanently enriched 
without an Improvement of their con- 
stitutional organization, wblcb, how- 
ever, may be dono by supplying artifi- 
cially those Ingredients of a good soil 
of "which tbey ore deficient, such as 
lime, and even sand., or clay, If possi- 
ble, for without elumguH In the consti- 
tutional organization of the soil wo can 
not hopo to carry Its fertility perma- 
nently beyond wbat It has acquired In 
a Btate of nature. Soils which have, 
been reduced merely' by cultivation, 
wboro tbey have hot been Injured by 
washing rains, may be cosily reno- 
vated, and this must bo dono by again 
supplying them with those lugrediertts 
of which tbey have been deprived by 
bad husbandry. This may bo dono lu 
part by the application of mnuures, 
whence wo are to draw much of .tho 
necessary supply of vegetable food; and 
to this end farmers should freely culti- 
vate those crops which derive most of 
their food 'from It In soils adapted 
for its cultivation, red clover Is moat 
suitable for tbla purpose; It Is by far 
the most convenient and tbo cheapest 
raodo of renovating exhausted boIIs, 
not only supplying much vegetable 
matter to boIIs that have been much 
reduced, but It la admirably calculated 
to pulverize and reduce lbs component 
parts to a finely divided Btate, thus 
producing a condition favorable to a 
combination with tbosa elomontary 
substances wblcb are. furnished by tho 
atmosphere, thereby greatly Increasing 
Its capacity for absorbing moisture. 
Even weeds, previous to the tirob of 
ripening -their seeds, dorlvb much ot 
their nutriment from the atmosphere, 
and. by destroying them before tbey 
produce seed their product la vegeta- 
ble matter goes' to renovate: that soil 
upon which tbey . hare been 'grown, .

According lo Wtwlilngton dispatches 
It seems llU'rally true that Congress ban 
tnkon tho first step toward au oillelal 
and legal repudiation of tho now Rpell- 
ing system suggested by ' President 
Itoosovolt Inst summer and adopted by 
nil tho executive departments of tho 
govermneut In nil 'printed matter ever 
bIiico. Hereafter, If a section In tho 
legislative, executive and Judicial ap- 
propriation hill gets through without 
the presidential veto the President and 
his executive flulxu'dtnntes may write 
ns thoy please, but their eoinin inden- 
tions will nil bo printed In tho good 
old way and the government of the 
United Stnt.es will be olllclnlly tied up 
to Webster and other standard dic- 
tionaries until some other Congress 
comes along and ninkesefoiim change. 

It will bo out of the power of any 
one, bo ho President or clerk, to vary 
the system of spelling without violating 
the plain law of the land. 

When tho legislative, executive and 
Judicial Appropriation bill .was formal- 
ly submitted to tho IIoiibo from the 
appropriations committee Friday It con- 
tained thin section: 

Hereafter In printing documents au- 
thorized by law or ordered by Congress, 
or cither branch thereof, the government 
printing office shall follow the rules of 
orthography established by Webster or 
the other generally accepted dlctlonarlca 
of the English language. 

All tho printing done by tho depart- 
ments Is of course authorized by law, 
because otherwise It could not be done 
at all except nt the expense of the In- 
dividual. Tho President'** inessnge Is 
no exception to this rule. If the sec- 
tion stays In the bill, ns seems more 
than likely, the nttempt of President 
Roosevelt to simplify the spelling of 
the language by oillelal precept and ex- 
ample will have failed entirely. The 
action of tho great appropriations com- 
mittee of the House, n correspondent 
says, may almost certainly be taken as 
expressing the sentiments of Spcnkcr 
Cannon and Republican and Demo- 
cratic leaders generally.

The report was only a partlnl one of a 
Jury which will ngaln take up Its work in 
Janaary.

Later an agent 
purchased tho property of the. "dummies" 
and held It In trust for the fuel com- 
pany.

Tho anual report of tho London coun- 
ty council shows that the city school.

$25,000,000, i.nd Hint there aro 20,000 
teachers for nn average school attend- 
nnco of 000,107. The salaries for head 
teachers rango from $T00 to ¥2,000, and 
for assistants from $325 to $S7S. Each 
tt-ttcher has charge of forty-three children

By a decision of the Supremo Court of 
the State of Washington legal authority 
upholds tho efforts of school officials ta 
check the abuse of secret fraternities and 
societies In public high schools. A local 
board bad forbidden pupils to join a se- 
cret fraternity, and as a penalty for dis- 
obedience denied to offenders certain priv- 
ileges In the social Ufa of tho school, but 
did not limit In any way tho essential 
educational rights. Action was .brought 
In behalf of the fraternity to restrain 
tho school board from depriving tho pupils 
ot these privileges.

This be- 
ing true, tho board iu authorised, and It 
is its duty, to* take such rcasonnbla and 
up propria to ; action by the . adoption of 
rules as will result la preventing theso 
Influences." 

Tho St. Paul board of education has 
approved tho suggestion of Supt.\Hcotcr 
In favor of corporal punishment, to he 
administered only,by the principal ot tho 
school after permission In writing hns 
been . obtained from parents or guardian.

Attack on Dreyfus' Prosecutora Pro* 
cipltateH a Bl(c Itow. 

13nrly In the dny 5Hnlstor of War 
Etlenne presented tlio government bills 
restoring Dreyfus and Piequart to tho 
nnny. The army couimlttco quickly 
and unanimously reported tho bills and 
tho vote In the chamber of deputies 
was decisive, Dreyfus securing 473 
vutes a gainst 12 and Plcqunrt JOT votes 
against 27. 

The feeling lmd then become very 
strong. The storm broke when 51; 
Pressense, Socialist, urged a supple- 
mentary proposition for the punish- 
ment of the officers who hud accused 
Dreyfus mid Piequart, and whom he 
designated as" a gang of malefnctors 
and forgers who deserved branding 
with red-hot irons. It was at this 
moment that . the Surruut-rugllcsl- 
Conti encounter occurred. M. Pugllesi- 
Contl, aroused by SI. rrossonse's* de- 
nunciation, shouted nt the mlnlterinl 
benches, "You are scoundrels for per- 
mitting these Insults to olliccrs." 

Immediately from the ministerial 
benches there sprang the lithe, wiry 
figure of Under-Secretary Snrrnut Ho 
made straight for PugllcsbCoutl, seized 
him by the throat and planted his right 
fist squarely In his face, Pugllesl-Contl 
reeled, ilnstcd by the blow, and was 
caught by his friends, while 51 misters 
Cicmcnccau and Thomson grasped Sar- 
n mt's coattulis and dragged him back' 
to his scat.
